ed previo usly by the White Ho use. 
That there will he no increase 
in taxes, ho wever, can best be 
laid to the effo rts o f Rep. Wilbur 
Mills. As chairman o f the Ho use 
W avs and Means Co mmittee, Mr. 
De To ledano 
Mills is the mo st po werful man o n Capito l Hill o n 
tax m atters. And Mr. Mills has kno wn fro m the 
start that Mr. Jo hnso n’s request, by the time it 
was sent up to Co ngress, no lo nger fitted the na­ 
tio n's eco no mic circumstances. Mr. Mills, mo re­ 
o ver. was o ne o f tho se who pressed fo r early ap­ 
pro val by his co mmittee o f the legislatio n resto ring 
the seven per cent tax credit that had fo o lishly been 
repealed last Octo ber. 
That repeal was strictly a po litical mo ve. Eco n­ 
o mists were agreed that it wo uld have no effect 
o n the inflatio n then belatedly wo rry ing the admin­ 
istratio n. Its lo ng-term effo rt wo uld he inflatio nary , 
and its imm ediate effect wo uld he to deal the 
eco no my a bad blo w. This is precisely what was 
happening when Mr. Mills and o thers in Co ngress 
began putting pressu re o n the White Ho use fo r the 
resto ratio n o f a tax device which enco urages the 
pro ductio n o f new plant, thereby increasing pro duc­ 
tivity and reducing the inflatio nary pressures o f 
labo r sho rtages. 
The po litical mo tivatio n fo r last Octo ber’s re­ 
peal is easy to understand. The co untry 's po cket- 
bo o k nerve was hurting fro m the rise in prices 
bro ught o n by G reat So ciety spending in a war 
eco no my . Clo bbering business, which is what kill­ 
ing the tax credit did, seemed like a so und cam ­ 
paign mo ve.

droid was created in skin-col­ 
ored, 
skin-textured plastic 
to 
speed up the teaching of anes­ 
thesiology and thus help relieve 
a shortage of physicians threat­ 
ening to become critical as the 
population expands. 
The dummy has been dubbed 
"Sim One," meaning it is the 
first of a progressively complex 
series of simulators planned to 
train doctors and aides in health 
services ranging from first aid 
to fractures. 
Sim One is instrumented only 
in head and chest but one of its 
creators, Dr. Stephen Abraham- 
son of the University of Califor­ 
nia School of Medicine, predicts 
a 
fully functional 
"whole 
un­ 
conscious form" in seven years. 
"The 
future 
is 
unlimited," 
Abrahamson said at a news brief 
ing at the Aerojet-General Corp 
laboratory where Sim One wai 
created. "The second generation 
of Sims will be able to bleed 
and sweat and will be shaped to 
simulate different ages of each 
sex. The third generation, which 
we hope to evolve within several 
years, will be even better than 
cadavers for training medical stu­ 
dents."
